However the amount 
shown on the statement is not the amount that you decided to give. You 
have given less than the amount on the statement. 
Unless one is a diligent cash planner, one does not usually quantify 
the tax reduction or refund generated by that statement reeeived from 
Christ Church. If your marginal tax rate is 30% then you have given 
only 70% of the amount you intended to give. Ute a 
Example: Amount pledged and received 500.

“Zorah" illustrates che profound link that exists between 
the spiritual and the poetic. it was written by one Moses 
de Leon, in the late 13th century. De Leon was a Kabbalistic 
Spanish Jew whe denied. authorship, and claimed he was translating 
it from ancient manuscripts. However it is generally accepted 
that he is the author.

ANGLICANS IN MISSION 


As the familiar saying goes we have "some good news and 
some bad news" about Anglicans in Mission. 


The good newe is that this special program of spiritual 
renewal and financial development was even more successful than 
we had dared to hope with between 85 and 90 percent of the 
parishes participating. 


The bad news is that we are having diffievlties with the 
1983 receipts and would appreciate your help in explaining 
the situation to the Anglicans in Mission donors. 


The computer company which processes and records the 
Anglicans in Mission commltrents, sent outs several hundred 
duplicate receipts. These duplicate receipes cannot be used . 
for income tex purposes but people receiving them are concerned 
about this mistake and the cost of the double mailing. Be 
assured that “the extra cost will be paid by the computer company 
and not by the Church. 


If any of the Anglicans in Mission donors have problems 
with their receipts, call the office at '16-924-1123 and speak 
to Ms. Brenda Carroll or Ms. Lynn Lockheed, These two women 
have done an outstanding job in sorting out these problems and they 
have the records at their fingertips. The problems can be re= 
solved very quickly. 


AN OPPORTUNITY TO HELP 


Each year parishioners indicate a desire to make a special gift to the 
Church, in addition to their regular pledge, which will enhance the life and 
work (or maintenance) of the Church for a period of years to come. In the 
last issue of the Clapper we published a small list of items which the 
Church desperately needs. The response was very positive and we have been 
able to purchase a new Gestetner duplicating machine through the generosity 
of a parish family who donated funds for this need. ‘While it is not our 
intention to continually publish needs, we have had a new crisis arise in 
the past month, and therefore, feel-that is is appropriate to once again 
appeal to the parish. 


It may be that a parish family will decide that they would like to fund a 
single project on their own. Alternatively, smaller contributions go a long 
way when each parishioner or parish family participates, Contributions 
should be marked "Special Projects" and may be designated for one of the 
following purposes: 


1. New lawnmower ~ approximately $1,800 


Our existing lawnmower gave up the ghost during the first cutting of 
the season. We were advised that it is not worth repairing. We are 
presently using a much larger lawnmower loaned to us by a 
parishioner. We would like to purchase a new tractor lawnmower with 
a 30 inch cutting sweep. This will reduce the amount of time 
required to cut the lawn by about 60%. 


2. 16mm projector ~ approximately $950 


Our present machine is of museum vintage but, unfortunately, not of 
museum quality. A projector is necessary for many of the 
counselling programs (baptismal teams, marriage preparation, etc.) 
and the Sunday School. 


3. Prayer and hymm books ~ $900 


Recently we have ordered approximately 25. new prayer and hymn books 

and have recovered 69 hymn books. The cost of each book is about 
- $10. The purchase of a service book is an appropriate way to mark a 

special occasion, such as a confirmation or Depetems an anniversary 
' or birthday,

‘The Pascal Candle originated as a large taper to provide 
light for the readers of the Scripture during the Easter Eve 
Liturgy, which in ancient times lasted all night before Holy — - 
Baptism and Easter Eucharist. The candle soon aquired symbolic . 
associations with the light of creation, the column of fire and smoke | 
patie Exodus, the Risen Christ and the illumination of the Holy 
pirit, i 

Made still larger,. it was burned throughout the pascal 
(Easter) season, and in accord with the original purpose ($llum- 
ination of the lectern or pulpit), with the symbolism and with 
the spirit of the occasion, ‘the candle was mounted on a large, 
conspicuous candlestick or stand. The joy of the pascal season 
was reflected in the bright colours and symbolism and the festive 
“appearance of this massive candle and stand. It was intended to 
gleam, to stand out, and to hold the great Easter Candle so high that | 
the worshipper could indeed think of it as a column of fire leading | 
the people of God into a new Promised Land. 

.The Pascal Candle figures prominently in the Liturgy of. 
Easter Eve, representing the Risen Lord shining in the light and 
splendour of His Ressurection. He is the new "pillar of fire" - lead- | 
ing us out of bondage into the promised land of heaven. ‘An outline 
of the Cross, together with the first and last letters of the Greek 
alphabet (Alpha and Omega} and the numerals of the current year, 
is inscribed.on the candle to teach us that the Risen Christ, the 
Jord of all ages, should shine in our lives. 

Traditionally, lumps of incense are placed, by the Celebrant, 
in the form of a Cross in the Candle during which he says, "By` 
His Holy and Glorious Wounds, may Christ our Lord’ guard and keep us. 
Amen.” And as the candle is lit in the darkened Ghurech he says, 
“May the Light of Christ rising in glory, dispel the ‘darkness of 
our hearts and minds.” 
i The lighted candle is carried into the Church by the Deacon 
reminding us of the pillar of fire leading the Children of Israel 
to their new home. As it is carried, he sings three times; 
"Christ our light." From this Light the altar candles and the 
candles held by the congregation are lit and the Deacon sings the 
very ancient and very beautiful Easter Proclamation, the Exsultet. 
Being a reminder of the reminder of the ‘Risen Christ, the 
Pascal Candle is kept beside the Font throughout the year.’ 


I would like to recall an event which passed quickly at our Annual 
General Meeting. The event was the thanks we gave to Alex Bourne for his 
ten years as treasurer. ' , 

After two months as treasurer, it is now obvious to me that Alex 
spent a great deal of time, effort and love at the job of safeguarding ~ 
the finances of the parish. On looking back, the round of applause we 
gave Alex was. far too. short. ee a ake í 
DEFICIT (not the Federal one) a 

last week I received a telephone call from our loans officer at the 
Royal Bank. It struck me as an absurd situation. Christ Church Elbow Park, 
the second largest parish in the Diocese, set amongst the wealthiest neigh- 
bothoods in one of the wealthiest cities in Canada, has a loans officer. ` 
Our loans officer would like me to prepare a projected cash flow so that 
we can plan our borrowing requirements. In prior years, we only borrowed 
money to get through the summer. We are now borrowing to finance a con- 
tinuous operating deficit. > ” 

Our deficit is already about $8,000. We have historically relied 
on heavy catch-up giving at year end to meet. our budgeted numbers. This 
means we finance a $30 to $40,000 ioan through the fail. Our cash needs” 
are year-round, not year-end. i 

. Other than the roof replacement there has been no real increase in 
expenditures over the past three years.

. On the parish list we have about.650 addresses. Of these 650 the 
parish receives pledges from only about 450. We expect to raise about 
$250,000 from pledges this year, an average per pledge of $555 per year / 

ox $11 per week. What will $1 buy? To an individual it could mena two ` 
candy bars, a litre-of pop, $ a pack of cigarettes, 4 a magazine or a 
pre-dinner at home. To.Christ Church it could mean a $13,000 surplus, 

more support, for Christian Education or rewiring the electrical system. 

How do I come to that conclusion? What would happen if each pledge was 
increased by $1 per week? We would erase’ our $10,000 deficit and have 
$13,000 left over. In the same vein, we have an average of 350 people. 
attend services each Sunday for approximately 42 weeks in the year. If 

300 put an extra $1 on the plate each Sunday, we would have a $2,600 Surplus, 


beg How do we avoid having to borrow over the summer months? Revenues 
plunge during the summer because parishioners stop their weekly offerings. 
Parishioners who go away at any time of. the year, especially during the ` 
summer, can prepay or can give post dated cheques to the Church office for 
the period they are absent. Parishioners who make year-end annual donations 
could make quarterly or monthly donations. wah 
f These small personal inconveniences could avoid what I feel is a 
major embarassment to Christ Church. Surely these are small things we can 
üo so that I can cancel my meeting with our loans officer.

- . fhe traffic in pornography is out of control in North 
America. It is a vicious traffic that desecrates women, abuses 
children, debases all humanity. I+ is destroying countless souls. 
This traffic can and must be stopped. 

_ Estimates are that 85% of the pornography circulating in 
Canada is coming into the country from the United States. President 
Reagan himself has expressed grave concern about the pornography 
traffic and at the request of religious leaders has formed a White 
House Working Group on Pornography to coordinate investigation and 
enforcement of federal anit-obscenity laws. These laws are on the 
books and if vigorously enforced could dry up the sources of obscenity. 

However, a ron ive enforcement has not yet begun. There is 
a concerted campaign in progress in the United States at this time 
requesting early and vigorous enforcement of the laws. | 

We believe citizens of Canada and Canadian religious leaders . 
should add their voices and write to President Reagan thanking him 
for his concern, telling him of our plight and asking particularly 
for enforcement of the law that prohibits transporting obseenity 
in foreign commerce, and the law’prohibiting transmission by air 
of obscene and indecent material. 

I would therefore ask you to write and urge your people to . 
do the same. The traffic in pornography is a dangerous assault on 
our spiritual and moral lives. - 


SUGGESTED CONTENTS FOR A LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE U.S.A. 


There is a growing concern in Canada about the seemingly 
unrestricted flow into this country of pornographic literature 
produced in the United States. l 
This ever increasing influx of abusive and degrading material 
through the mail and over the airways seriously impedes our efforts 
to uphold the dignity of men and women and to promote the people’s 
appreciation for the personal and social value of their sexuality. 

I understand that your Federal statutes include provisions 
against the transportation, mailing, and broadcasting of obscene 
material in interstate as well as foreign commerce. 

May I therefore urge you strongly to apply the full force 
of the present legislation. Hopefully such action by your law 
enforcement agencies will minimize the flow of pornographic 
material across the international boundry into Canada.

Ten Days for World Development is rooted in the biblical and 
traditional justice convictions of its sponsoting bodies, the 
Anglican, Lutheran, Presbyterian, Roman Catholic and United churches 
in Canada. For Christians, as for all men and women of goodwill, 
soing justice is not an optional activity. Throughout history, the 
forces of sin and evil have marred God's “very good" creation. 

God has acted in history to redeem creation and to create a new king- 
dom and a new people. The law commands us to be dedicated to the 
dignity and well-being of the dispossessed. The Prophets call upon 
us to love mercy and to do justice. Jesus exercised his ministry 
with a "preferential option” for the poor and the oppressed. Today 
more than ever before, we recognize that we struggle against powers 
and principalities, against the Sinning our institutions do for us, 
against the evil built into the structures of world society. But 
the good news is that God's kingdom comes -= that, as it is in 
heaven, so also is God's will done on earth. As Christ's body, the 
Church continues Christ's work for a just and compassionate world.

Ten Days for World Development is a focused educational programne 
building to specific actions.

NOTES TO 1984 PRELIMINARY BUDGET 


Outreach funds given by parish organizations or individuals are shown as 
Receipts and then listed as Expenditures as they are sent directly to the 
designated recipient. Note that a Spring Fair is planned for 1984. 


The Diocesan apportionments have not yet been finalized for 1984, 
Therefore, this is an estimate based on the assessing formula used in prior 
years. The apportionments for all parishes in the Diocese are expected to 
aggregate approximately $500,000 of which approximately $250,000 will be 
Spent on outreach within the Diocese and approximately $175,000 will be 
Spent on outreach projects carried on outside the Diocese, 


The Clergy includes provision for the new Rector, our Associate (Robert R. 
Griffiths) and Honourary Assistant (Joe W. Ellis). The anticipated costs of 
searching for and relocating the new Rector are anticipated to be in the 
order of $12,000. The increase in housing and utilities relates to the fact 
that our Associate has moved from an apartment to a house. 


Maintenance and repairs on the Rectory includes provision for necessary 
upgrading and modernization, primarily of the kitchen. 


Includes the Verger (Michael Zietz) and nightly lock-up man (Mackin 
Oxendale). 


The Church has a capital maintenance plan in place whereby the fabric of the 
building (both inside and out) will be maintained on a regular basis. In 
the summer of 1982, a new roof was provided for the whole building at which 
time, the roof was insulated. While the roof replacement was covered by 
insurance proceeds, the insulation was not. A $30,000 bank loan was 
incurred for this project of which $10,000 remains to be repaid in each of 
1984 and 1985, (Note that the new insulation is expected to save 
approximately $2,000 in heating costs in 1984). Under the capital 
maintenance plan, approximately $10,000 will be spent in 1984 on 
restoration, primarily in the Crump Room, including refinishing the floor 
and ceiling, painting the walls and removing water marks from the brickwork. 
If the church facilities are to be maintained in an attractive and 
functional manner, the Capital maintenance plan for the next five years must 
be implemented. 


Note that in addition to the capital maintenance plan, ordinary repairs and 
maintenance which are required just to keep the facilities operational are 
estimated to be approximately $8,000 - $9,000 per annum. While these costs 
appear to be high, we are blessed with an excellent facility that is well 
used by parish and community groups.

Dr. Paul Tournier, an eminent Swiss physician and practising 
psychiatrist, has written a most interesting book called "The 
Meaning of Persons." Dr. Tournier is not only an eminent scientist 
in his field, but a man with a profound faith in God and Christian- 
ity. He claims that in its present state, positivist science 
has not been able to explain the origin of life. Science, he 
says, explains how the life force operates but not whence it 
springs. 


Throughout his book, Dr. Tournier differentiates between 
"persons" and "personages." The accretions we collect through 
training, environment, social pressure etc. make us into person- 
ages. Sometimes we need help to dig down and release the real 
person underneath. There are several other books by Tournier 
in the Chruch library: "A Doctor's Casebook,” "The Whole 
_ Person In A Broken World,” and “Escape From Loneliness.”

Message from the Presidents of the 
World Council of Churches 


Throughout the centuries Christians have confessed the Holy Spirit as 
“the Lord and giver of life". 


~ At creation, when “the earth was wing form and empty, and darkness 
was upon the face of the deep, the Spirit of God moved over the face 
of the waters" (Genesis 1:2). It was through the Spirit that God 
created light and life, and above all humanity, male and female, 

for good. ; : 

When the people of Israel lost their way through disobedience or 
were in danger from outside powers, it was the Spirit who spoke and 

~ acted through those open to its discernment and power. 


It was to the believing heart of Mary that the announcement was given 
that life and light would become incarnate in l hep womb -- Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God our Saviour. 


It was in the Spirit that Jesus began his ministry in baptism and in 
proclaiming good news to the poor and liberty to the oppressed. 


At Pentecost, as the disciples gathered in prayer waiting for the 
promise made by the risen Christ, the Spirit came upon them and renewed 
their life, and opened their lips to proclaim the word of life, which 
was received by the multitude. The Church was born and went forth 

to witness to life as a gift from God in Christ to the world. 


Once more, at Pentecost the Church and Christian people everywhere 
are called to affirm joyfully the Spirit both as the source and resource 
of their life and being, and of that of the world. This year we do so with 
special emphasis, because the theme ` for the Sixth Assembly of the World 
Council of Churches, meeting in Vancouver, Canada, on July 24 - August 10, 
will be "Jesus Christ - the Life of the world". We remember that Jesus said: 
“I am come that you may have life, and have it in all its fullness" (John 10:16). 
He also told his disciples: "It is the Spirit that gives life, the flesh is 
' Of no avail; the words that I have spoken to you are Spirit and life" (John 6:63). 


‘Teday, the forces of death seem overwhelming and threaten the very 
survival of human oeings and of creation itself. Creation is in danger of 
returning to formless chaos, euptiness and darknéss, thraugh wars and: 
possible nuclear annihilation. So many people feel empty because they lack 
the very means to be alive. So many others feel empty because they have so 
much and are so little. So many have lost a sense of meaning in life, and 
spread meaninglessness around them by their acts and words of viotence and 
death. 


[248 in such a world that the Church is called to proclaim in word 
ona used that God in Christ has filled our emptiness with life.in the Spirit. 
It is by the Spirit that we who are divided by race, sex, class, religion and 
_ culture, are baptized into one living Body of Christ, sharing the varied gifts 
of God, especially the gift of love (I Cor. 12-13). And it is this gift of 
love which fills our life with meaning and purpose. igs

The first vart of the service enters around fire or lieht, the 
visible token of Christ who vroclaimed himself the Licht of the 
World. The vasvage from desth to life is sienified first of all by 
the change from darkness to light, ss the new fire is lit. From 
this fire, the Pascal Candle, a sign of the glory end splendour of 
Christ's Risen presence among us, is lit, blessed, and marked with 
the current year of salvstion, 1983, indicating thst redemption is 
made present to the people of God here and now. It is then carrac | 
in procession through the darkened Church reminding us of the Exodus 
journey with God euiding His people by a villar of clond by day and 
a pillar of fire by nisht, and a symbol of the passage of the peovle 
of God with Christ from darkness to the light of Resurrection. 

From this candle, candles sre lit end given to every member of the 
congregation reminding us of the licht of the Risen Christ enresdine 
into every darkened corner. 

The ancient and very beautiful Saster Proclamation (the Ixhultat ) 

is then sung by the deacon which leads nv to the renevwsl of 
Baptismal vows by the whole congresetion... an act of corvorate and 
versonal rededication of our lives. The Titurey then culminates in ti 
first Eucharist of Easter.

Pension Support 


Surveys conducted during the past 
seven years by the Generai Synod 
Pension Office have revealed a group 
of retired clergy and clergy widows 
who are receiving significantly less 
than other plan members. This is be- 
cause they retired before qualifying 
for full benefits under the Canada 
Pension Plan. 

Today, there are 600 retired clergy 
and clergy widows who are faced 
with this inequity. In real terms, this 
means that a priest who retired in 
1965 receives nothing, while a priest 
who retired in 1981 receives an addi- 
tional $270 benefit each month. 

According to the Church's actuar- 
ies, a $5 million supplement to the 
Pension fund is needed to provide 
the resources to meet this Critical 
need. The 600 clergy and clergy wid- 
ows have served in every diocese. 
Their needs are the responsibility of 
the entire church.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE PRAYER CHAIN 
( AMENDED) 


“For the Praise and Glory of God - that..we -may be. given the eyes to see and 
come to know the power .of..His love.” 


The prayer chain is a group of parishioners who pray for the needs of others 
and is modelled upon Mark 2: 1-12 where the friends carried a paralytic and 
Placed him béfore Jesus (after stripping off the roof to lower nim through the 
roof because of the crowd). Jesus seeing the friends’ faith, cured him. 

The prayer chain carries prayer requests to place them before Jesus just like 
the paralytic's friends. The only requirement to. be a prayer chain member 

is a preparedness to pray regularly (usually daily) for the requested needs. 


Organized especially so busy people have the opportunity to participate, there 
are no compulsory prayer gatherings - members are left to pray their own way 
and in their own time. Prayer requests are co-ordinated by Barbara and Michael 
Waterhouse (249-2449) and anyone can request prayers for either themselves or 
others (and not necessarily parishioners) ~ one does not have to be a prayer 
chain member to make requests. Requests are passed on by members using a. 
phone circie until ail members are contacted. Requests vary and can be for 

a specific need and period, or general and ongoing. 


In addition to this praying, there is an optional monthly Wednesday evening. 
meeting with the Reverend Bob Griffiths where progress of prayer requests is 
reviewed and a home Eucharist of praise and thanksgiving for all God has accom- 
plished is celebrated. Thanks are extended to Helen Caldwell for offering 
her home for these meetings and to Bob Griffiths for his ongoing spiritual 
guidance and support. 


The prayer chain commenced in April 1982 with 10 members and a few general 
requests. This has since grown to our present 13 members and over 40 requests. 
Prayer requests vary and include such items as physical healing and medical 
recovery, comfort, safe journey, gifts of faith, peace, guidance, reconcilia- 
tion, support, friendship, healing of hurts, and protection from evil. 


Many requasts have been answered and no request nas been ignored ~- reinforcing 
wnat we have been promised: 


“ask and you shall receive, seek and you shall find, knock and the door will 
be opened" (Luke 17:9)

On Sunday March 20th the handsome Pascal Candle stand which 
has been standing at the Font for some months was dedicated "To 
the Glory of God and in loving memory of Austin Henry Ford (1913- 
1981) a gift to the Parish from his family. Perhaps it might be 
helpful to explain something of this special candle. 

Historically, it originsted as a large taper to vrovide light 
for the readers of the Serinture during the Taster Sve liturgy, which 
in ancient times lasted all night before Holy Baptism and aster 
Eucharist. The candle soon aanired symbolic associations with the 
light of creation, the column of fire and smoke at the Exodus, 
the Risen Christ and the illumination of the Holy Spirit. l 

Made still larger, it wes burned throughout the pascal 
\uaster) season, and in accord with the original purpose (illumination 
of the lecturn or pulpit), with the symbolism and with the spirit 
of the occasion, the candle was mounted on a arge, conspicuous 
candlestick or stand. The joy of the pascal sezson was reflected 
in the bright colours and symbolism snd the festive snpesrence of 

this massive candle and stand. It was intended to gleam, to stand 
“ont, and to hold the great Baster Candle so high that the vorshinner 
could indeed think of it gs a column of fire leading the people of 
God into s new Promised Land. 

The Paccall Candle figures prominently in the Liturgy of 
Raster Eve, recresenting our Risen Lord shining in the Licht end 
splendour of His Ressurection. He is the new "piller of fire" 

Leading us ont of the bondase ‘of sin into the vromisad land of 
‘heaven. An ontline of the Cross, together with the firrt ond last 
letters of the Greek alphabet (Aloha and Omega) and “he numernls of 
the current year, 1983, is inscribed on the candle to teach us thet the 
Risen Christ, the Lord of all. ages, should shine in ovr lives 

Suring this current year of grace. As this is being done, the 
celebrant says; "Christ, yesterday and to-day, the besinnines and the 
end, Alpha end Omega, all time belongs to Him and all the ames, to 
Him be Glory snd Power throughout every ege and forever. Amen.

Recently, a Canadian Anglican Bishon, the Wicht Yeverend 

Henry Hill, was asked to virit the Oriental churches by the Primate 
in orser to establish bonds of friendship and practical help 

vetween these ancient churches end ourselves. The following are some 
excerpts from an article Biskop Hill wrote unon his return: 

"We sometimes call these churches the Ancient Orthodox 
Churches to distinenish them fron the Gastern Orthodox Church, All 
of them date from the earliest centuries of Christisnity when in the 
hth and 5th centuries, sometimes for religious snd more often for 
political reasons, all of them were unable to attend the Fourth 
Ecumenical Council of Chalcedon in L5. A.D. which defined the 
person of ovr Lord in two natures, human and divine. One of them, 
the Assyrian Orthodox, in the Persisn “mpire, was unable to attend 
even the Third Scumenical Council, thet of Ephesus in ko Ao. It 
must be said that all of them hold the fulness of the faith in our 
Lord's incarnation as God and Man. Armenian, Coptic, Syrian, and 
Assyrian =- all alike believe in the reality of the one, holy 
catholic and apostolic church whose members thev are..... 

We have been shle to visit among Christian neonles who 
have suffered wars and nersecutions far beyond most of onr nnderstand- 
ing throughout their whole history. They are all without excention 
peonle with deen relicions faith, intent unon nreservine their relic- 
ioves and ethnic identity. 

Our own mission at this time is to hold ont the rirht 
hand of friendshin on behalf of our own church, looking for clorer 
Christian relations within the one body of Christ. All of then 
are established in Canada and the U.S. and I tell you this in the 
hone that ve shell be able to offer our friendshin here at home. 

One of the profound lessons we learned from them is that we oneht 
to try never to let relirions controversy separate Christians one 
from another. We should never armain allow ourselves to be isoletad 


by politics, or wer, or divisions anone nations."

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE ANGLICAN CHURCH OF CANADA 


Dear Friends: 


When God made us, male and female, in His own Image, He made us as beings who 
become self-conscious-aware of our own existence. We become aware that we have 
minds =- we can learn and think: we have emotions, we respond with feelings to 
nearly every situation, and we have wilis. We can and do make choices and 
decisions. God has given to each of us a gift of “time” and the ability to 
acquire and exercise control over material resources. All these gifts we have 
received from God constitute “power". God deliberately shares power with those. 
He has made in His image. 


It is here that Anglicans in Mission meets each of us. It asks us to be 
self-conscious about the power we possess or represent, to reflect upon the way 
in which we are using it, and to make self-conscious decisions about how we will 
use it in the future. 


Qur Bible and Mission Study programs, (which I trust are an intensification of 
what has been a part of the continuing life of the Church), remind us that we 
are made in God's image. They call us to affirm or re-affirm that the power we 
have been given is meant to be used in God's service. 


We now enter a special phase of Anglicans in Mission set within this continuous 
process of prayer and study. In this phase, each of us will be asked to 
consider prayerfully how we have been using the power represented in the control 
each of us has over material resources in relation to the purposes of Ged as 
revealed in Jesus Christ, particularly how we have used this in relation to the 
work of the Church, Since the information we now possess reveals very clearly 
that, in this area of the use of the power they possess, Anglicans fall far, far 
short of either the Biblical tithe (10 percent}, or what is sometimes called a 
modern tithe (5 percent), each of us is invited to share, as one part of this 
extraordinary undertaking, in raising over á three to five- year period a 
minimum of $40,000,000 in new money for the Church. If we achieve this goal, 
and I believe we will, it would enable us to: 


1. Provide a stable foundation for consolidating and carrying forward with 
development for the North and Overseas. 


2. Meet a special need for some of our pensioners. 
3. Undertake badly needed new thrusts in ministry in parishes and dioceses. 


Money can do this because, in a sense, ft represents "stored energy". It car 
make possible the full or part-time employment of people: it can enable the 
‘purchasing of skills and material resources for a wide range of mission 
undertakings which enable us to be faithful to our commission - to bear witness 
. ra ete where we are and to help make sure witness is born to the ends 
of the earth. 


Qur objectives are great: our financial goal is very large but a quite possible 
one! This whole extraordinary undertaking can only be met if you and I are 
willing to join in-"pooling power" as each of us is able in terms of our use of 
talents, time and control of material resources in mission. We know that there 
are differences among us in all these areas, but if each of us determines ts do 
as much as we can, great wonders are possible. 


So, as we enter 1983, I invite each one of you, as an expression of gratitude t 
God for His gifts to us, to join in the "pooling of power” so that our Church 
may be able to serve God more faithfully and more adequately in the days ahead.

In a series of three short articles, I would like to express 
some thoughts ‘on Anglicans in Mission, beginning in this article 
with World Missions. 


When we think of missions, we generally think of foreign 
mission work; thet is, spreeading the message of salvation through 
Jesus Christ to those who have never heard the Good News. To 
some degree, this idea is still valid,but what has changed is 
the means by which the Good News is spread. In the past, we 
sent forth and supported Missionaries from Canada. Because of 
their hard and dedicated work, Christ's Church has sprung up 
in remote areas throughout the world. I personally have seen, 
and benefited from the fruits of their work in the remote areas 
of Papua and New Guinea. Today, the indigenous people carry out 
their own mission work. 


In Africa today, there are at least 160 million professing 
Christians ~ one out of every four persons. It has been pre~ 
dicted that by the year 2000, more than half of the people of 
Africa below the Sahara, will be Christians. However, this will 
not occur unless we are prepared to give financial support to 
the fledgling Christian Churches in these countries, so thet they 
can carry on the mission work that has begun. 


To this end, Anglicans in Mission has rightly undertaken 

to support programs in combination with partner churches, to’ 

train and aid indigenous ministries, which involves: 

l. Support to pre~ and post-ordination theological training 
programmes, as well əs ecumenical lay training programmes 
and theological education by extension. 

2. Strngthening overseas Christian communities by 

l supporting their efforts at evangelism and church growth’ 
(Church extension is a priority in Africa end Latin #4 ` 
America, and new forms of urban and rural ministry are 


important to mission in Asia.)

h. Supplying physical resources, which include vehicals for 
missionary work in parts of Africa, the Far East and 
Brazil, New Parish development in South America and 
establishment of adequate pension schemes in the provinces 
in Central Africa. and the Province of West Indies. 


We are part of a world that is more interdependent than 
ever before. The same economic and political pressures that affect 
us in Canada, have an even greater effect on newly emerging 
countries. When these pressures occur in combination with a 
natural disaster, or with civil strife, the impact can be 
devastating, even for a Christian. For this purpose, the 
Primatets World Relief and Development Fund was founded to re- 
spond to these particular physical needs, Anglicans in Mission NA 
does not renlace the PWRDF, but is designed to compliment it : 
by providing evangelical and spiritual support in parts of the / 
world where it is most needed. Just as we, in times of trouble, ; a

".e. my work here is both exciting and challenging, though very 
often frustrating. It's a combination of things, I guess. Werre 
trying things that are quite new for the PIC ~ continuing education 
for the clergy and lay involvement hasn't been a part of this 
Church's tradition - and we're doing it with an absolute 
minimum of resources. What leads me almost to despair sometimes _ 
is the continning oppression the Filipino people have as a "Given" 
in their lives. Not only does military action against the poor 
increase daily, but students, labour, the press (I"m sure youtve 
read about the recent We Forum Case), and, increasingly, the Church, 
are targets of the Marcos dictatorship"s harassment. 

It's good to know that people like you are aware of the 
situation - your awareness and your prayers do far more good 
than you can imagine."

Cuernavaca, Mexico! Just the name conjures up sunshine, 
swaying palms, balmy breezes. I was the envy of many as I flew 
south this fall to meet with the Primate's World Relief and 
Development Fund Committee (PWRDF.) As a guest, I was to 
participate in their business deliberations and become part of 
their exposure trip to a developing country. 

It was, indeed, "a plunge," a plunge into very cold water. 
It shocked, startled, and motivated me to action. The chill lias 
not worn off yet - the experience was so intense. 

We stayed at CCIDD ~- the Cuernavaca Centre for Interevltursl 
Dialogue on Development. Here, Ray Planknet, the director, and 
his small staff gave us a "new set of coloured glass" to add to 
our own ~- to see things a little more clearly. For the next week, 
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we worked for 8-1) hours each day. 

We visited squatter settlements, one with 7000 people living 
in the most squallid conditions between two railway tracks; one, 
where a woman, her husband, six children, brother-in-law and 
nephew, live on a dirt floor with corrugated tar paper walls and 
roof - 10 people in a 12 x 1h house - one room with one twin bed. 

We met the retiring Roman Catholic Bishop of Cuernavaca - 
probably the most radical bishop in the world. He retires tui- 
fall at 75, after 30 years of doing everything in his power tc nelp 
the poor of Mexico. 

We heard about the history of Mexico; women in Latin 
America; what Christian commitment really means. We heard abont 
the human rights situation in El Salvador; about the El Salvador- 
ian civil war from an army deserter's viewpoint; about the relief 
work within El Salvador; about the Church and change = a 
Missioner's view.

Missions (cont'd) 

We visited a remote Mexican Indian village of. 15,000 where 
few of the children go to school, where there are no health or 
Medical clinics, where there are no sanitation facilities at all, 
where people live’in small reed huts with thatched roofs, where - 
their water comes from an open well and where, for many, their 
daily food is: one tortilla ~ occasionally filled with beans. 

We met with the Canadian Ambassador in Mexico and his staff 
responsible for immigration of refugees. From them, and from 
speakers at the Centre, we learned of the literally horrifying 
state of the surrounding countries - particularly El Salvador 
Guatemala, Chile =- the list could quite well include most of ee 
rest of the Central and South American countries. The situation 
is absolutely desperate. 

Yes, it was ice water thst we were exposed to, yet there was 
a lot of sunshine too. We heard about committed Christians 
helping to awaken the poor, to organize them and motivate them 
to work on their own behalf. These "base - Christian communities" 
are springing up by the hundreds all over Latin America. 

We heard about Christians who have formed a Legal Aid 
Office for El Salvadorians, against the most formidible odds. 
we heard about Christians involved in all aspects of refugee aid 
and their intense frustrations and hopes. 

We learned how the people parallel their lives with Christ's 
life, as told in the Gospels; how they believe in miracles, like 
Gods? parting the Red Sea in Exodus; how they are nurtured by 
fellow Christians the world over who accompany them by prayers: 
and support. 

For me, it was a most moving experience,

For Thanksgiving Week-end this year, my Aunt and I went to 
joim the community at Sorrento Centre on Shushwap Lake, B.C. for 
the Associates Week-end, The drive (just over 500 km) was 
Beautiful, with the mountains gloriously decked in their Fall ang 
Winter colours. At the Centre we stayed in the maim lodge, 

Nova Vita. (In the summer we camp in the tent sites at the Centre). 

On Saturday we enjoyed cleaning up the garden, (four bushels 
of "left over" green tomatoes) washing windows, picking apples, 
making apple juice in a modified washing nachine ~ the left over 
pulp was returned to the garden as mulch) and sundry other Fall 
chores. it was great funt Before, between and after the chores 
there was time for walking, playing football or sitting, talking, 
reading, thinking, or just doing nothing. In the evening, Fran 
Haberlin of the Centre, gave an illustrated talk of her visit 
to Iona and other Centres in the United Kingdom, The talk and 
slides were most enjoyable. For the remainder of the evening 
Karen Rinehart led us in Folk Dances from several different 
countries. That was great fun for those who participated and 
for those who watched. Others resd books quietly in the lounge 
upstaires., 

Some of us met for a Bible Study session on Sunday morning 
before Eucharist. We studied the three Lessons and Psalm for the 
day in small groups, then met again in the large group to share 
our findings. The homily in the Eucharist was based on this _ 
sharing. 

After lunch on Sunday, most of us went over to the Adams 
river to see the Salmon run. This is a "fourth year" so it is 

a big run. The scarlet and green fish are a marvellous sight. 
We went for a lovely walk through the woods along the river and 
were fortunate to see a. lovely big pileated wood~pecker. On our 
return to Sorrento we had a short meeting for the Associates 
followed by a delicious Thanksgiving Buffet. Later in the 
evening there was fun for all with the Variety Show in which 
most of us participated at Least once. 


Some of our number had to leave on Sunday evening; we left 
after breakfast on Monday while others stayed for a further work 
session before the Thanksgiving Eucharist and dédicetion of the 
new entrance sign and the new altar in the Chapel in Spes Bona 
(the big house at the Centre.) The final event was Lunch and 
Farewell on Monday. 

In all there were over fifty people at Sorrento Centre for 
the week-end, about forty Associates and their families, the 
resident staff and some members of the Lay Ministry course.

STATUS REPORT ON 1982 VISITATION 


On Visitation Sunday, November 14, approximately 180 
parishioners, both men and women, commenced the rather mammot > 
task known as the Every Member Visitation. While there are 
many objectives associated with the Visitation, one is certainly 
to encourage parishioners to pledge their financial support 
of the parish. 


Why is a pledge necessary? A pledge is the indt- Jion D 
each individual or family of their financial support of the life 
and work of the Church. Collectively, these pledges indicate 
what amount of funds will be available to the Church in the 
coming year. No meaningful planning for and commitment to 
activities and programmes could possibly take place without 


some indication of the financial resources likely to be available. 


The 1983 Preliminary Budget mailed to each parishioner in 
early November was prepared by the Church Wardens in conjonct- 
ion with the Clergy, and reviewed by Vestry. It indicates s 
budgeted increase in regular givings of 15%. More specific- 
ally, it indicates the amount of funds required to meet estim- 
ated expenditures in the coming year. It is important to 
note thst no additional programmes which would place a financ- 
ial burden on the parish are planned for the coming year. 

The 15% increase in budgeted receipts is required primarily 
to meet interest and debt repayment requirements under the 
bank loan, incurred to finance the instalation of the roof 
carried out in 1982. The remainder of the increase will 
provide modest salary increases for the Clergy and Staff, and 
enable the parish to meet its Diocesan commitment in 1983. 


VISITATION (Cont'd) 


The two graphs below indicate the status of pledges as of 
December 12, 1982:

Interpreted, the above graphs indicate that approximately 
75% of the members of the parish have completed their pledges 
and they have been returned to the Church. The amount pledged 
on these returns is approximately 66% of the total funds re- 
avired to carry ost the programnes proposed in the budget. 
While any projection of total givings based on the returns 
to date is speculative and subject to error, it is conservat- 
ively estimated that total pledges will be deficient from the 
budgeted amount by approximately %30,000.-$35,000. This re- 
presents a significant deficiency in the amount of funds 
required to maintain the range of services and activities 
presently provided to parishioners and others. We at Christ 
Church have always been fortunate to have such a healthy and 
effective parish in our midst. Our increased financial support 
will help to maintain and even strengthen our parish.

THE STATION A Parable 


was once a crude Little life-saving station. The building was 
just a hut, and there was only one boat, but the few devoted 
members kept a constant watch over the sea, and with no thought — 
for themselves went out day and night tirelessly searching for 
the lost. Many lives were saved by this wonderful little station, 
so that it became famous. Some of those who were saved, and 
various others in the surrounding area, wanted to become assoc- 
iated with the station and give of their time and money and effort 
for the support of its work.. New boats were bought and new crews 
trained. The life-saving station grew. 

Some of the members of the life-saving station were unhappy 
that the building was so crude and poorly equipped. They felt 
that a more comfortable place should be provided as the first 
refuge of those saved from the sea. So they replaced the emerg- 
ency cots with beds and put better furniture in the enlarged 
building. Now the life-saving station became a popular gathering 
olace for its members, and they decorated it beautifully and 
furnished it exnuisitely, because they used it as a sort of 
club. Fewer members were now interested in going to sea on 
Life-saving missions, so they hired lifeboat crews to do this 
work. The life-saving motif still prevailed in this club's 
decoration, and there was a Liturgical lifeboat in the room 
where the club initiations were held. About this time a large 
ship was wrecked off the coast, and the hired crews brought 
in boatloads of cold, wet, and half-drowned people.. They were 
dirty and sick, and some of them had black 
skin and some had yellow skin. The beauti- 
ful new club was in chaos. So the property 
committee immediately had a shower house 
built outside the club where victims of 
shipwreck could be cleaned’ up before 
coming inside. i 

At the next meeting, there was a 
split in the club: membership. Most of 


the members wanted to stop the club's CA 


life-saving E. as being unpleasant ‘o hindrance to 
the normal social life of the club. Some members insisted upon 
life-saving as their primary purpose and pointed out that they 
were still called a life-ssving station. But they were finally 
voted dom and told that if they wanted to save the lives of 
all the various kinds of people who were shipwrecked in those 
waters they could begin their own life-saving station down the 
coast. . They did. | 

-As the years went by, the new station experienced the same 
changes as had occured in the old. It evolved into a club, 
and yet another life-saving station was founded. History 


continued to repeat itself, and if you visit. that seacoast 
to-day, you will find a number of exclusive clubs along that 
shore. Shipwrecks are frequent in those waters, but most of 
the people drown. 


This fall a Men's Group was formed at Christ Church. The first 
meeting was held in September, and since that time six biweekly 
meetings have been held on alternate Thursday evenings and Sat- 
urday mornings. It was decided at the outset to use the group 
88 a means of developing and enriching the spiritual lives of 
those participating. The dozem or so regular attenders will 
witness to the success of this venture and would Like to re- 
commend it to other men in the parish. The winter series of 
meetings will commence again in January, and the schedule will 
be posted on the Church notice board and announced in the Sunday 
.eatlet. Any men in the parish interested in obtaining more

Our concern as a Church community 
must be to-encoursge these young people to develon their faith 
through relationships and activities with concerned Christian sdults. 
Ideally, a group of young adults (three or four) who are 
interested in young teenagers and wish to develop their own faith 
in this context are suitable for this ministry. Parental help and 
Support is necessary of course, but because of the age of these 
kids they relate much better to younger adults as Leaders.

Preparation will take | 
the form of meetings, discussions, sharing of ideas, and re~ 
viewing of materials. 
Incidentally, if you are well beyond the ages referred 
to (ie. young adults and parents) and have gifts and experience 
in the area of youth ministry, please share them with us also.

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A CHALLENGE FROM THE BISHOP OF THE ARTIC 
Dear Friends in Christ: 


"With your Diocesan's permission I am addressing you on behalf of the Bishops > 
of the Council of the North on the whole issue of recruitment which, I 
believe, is very pertinent to the theme which occupies us all in this year 
of special Mission Study in the context of Analicans in Mission... that is 
the discovery of what is God calling us to do as Anglicans at this crucial 
‘time in our history. 


"We believe that in some specific areas of Mission there is very little 
mystery about what God is calling us Anglicans to do for the mere fact that 
our Church has visible life in almost every corner of our vast country 
testifies to a mandate our forebears accepted from the Holy Spirit: a man- 
date we believe we have inherited without argument. 


"As Bishops of the Church of the North we have been taking a hard and 
realistic look at the present situation and conclude that in order to obey 
God's call for us to do Mission in the dioceses we represent we need fifty 
priests. Fifty, and no amount of further study will change that figure! 


"Quite clearly we need them now and in all kinds. of different places: in 
scattered rural communities on the northern plains, on Indian reservations, 
in the Arctic regions right across the North as well as on the coast of 
Labrador. I say we want them now but the possibility is.highly unlikely... 
even in the near future...unless you offer us your help. As a council, 

we believe there are vocations in the life of our Church awaiting a word 

. of awakening and some of them may be much closer to you than is now realized: 
but they are there. You are needed to help simply because “How ‘can they 
hear without a preacher?" Naturally we are only interested in postulants 
of clear promise and high calibre who are prepared to face the challenge of 
ministry, in difficult areas of service: in isolation, strikingly different 
cultural settings and sometimes’ with other languages with which to cope. 

If God's cal] to Mission includes these ingredients, and this they certainly 
do, who can argue? : 


"The Council of the florth is after vocations for our northern ministry and 
we are preparing to accept enquiries. These should be directed to the 
Council of the North, 600 Jarvis St., Toronto, Ont., HAY 26. 


"i11 you please then share these deep concerns with those about you, preach- 
ing the great Commission of our Lord, keeping the needs of the Church at 
large before your people. If you can undoubtedly the exercise of Mission 
Study will take the shape of Mission action for the enrichment of us all."

Over the next several years’ Anglicans will be hearing a good deal about A.I.M. . 
What is it? í ; 


The letters represent the words "Anglicans In Mission" which is the.name given 

to a programme of the Anglican Church of Canada which calls us to study what we , 
believe Christ is calling us to do in the 1980's, to pray, to establish goals and 
priorities for parishes and dioceses and the national church, and to raise a 
Significant amount of money. 


As in our personal lives, so-in the life-of the Church, there are times when special 
action is required. This is such- a time for the Anglican Church. The time is 
right for a challenging move forward in ministry and mission which would involve 
al] Anglicans in the challenge and opportunities of Christian mission in the 1980's. 


Through this three year programme the national Church has set a goal of twenty 
million dollars to be used in essentially three areas. 


1) Pensions of retired clergy and wives and church workers. The Church's Pension 
office has established what is believed to be the absolute minimum standards , 
$7,200 for retired clergy/workers and $5,200 for retired widowed spouses. 

These figures are the total income of pensioners from the Church's Pension 
Fund, the Old Age Pension and Canada Pension. 


It has been determined however that manyin the Church Pension Plan do not 
receive these bare minimums: 90 members who retired‘before 1970 do not 
receive the minimum of $5,200 - some are receiving for their total income 
as little as $4,500. ; i 


It is imperative that this. inequity be corrected, but at present the Church 
simply does not have the resources. Consequently five million dollars of 
the projected twenty million has been designated for the purpose. 


2) The Anglican Church has a long and noble record ‘of ministry in Canada's 
north. However, because of small populations, enormously. high costs in. the: 
north, rising inflation, we arè. falling behind. There is an ùrgent need to 
increase the stipends of clergy and’ layworkers working in.the north, to 
improve existing Rectories and to build new ones, to extend the training 
Programme for native church leaders, clergy and Tay, to further develop and ;": 
Support Indigenous ministry. 


3) The Anglican Church is growing in many parts of the world ~ in Africa, Asia 
South America, Central America and they look to us to help them develop a 
ministry to their own people, to-train and support native clergy and lay 
workers, to build and strengthen theological and training colleges, medical 
and agricultural resource centres. ,

her appointment book. Like a Flurry of impulsive purchases at the Bay 

Day Sale coming home to roost, 

- all the times Ruth had said "Yes" these last weeks were now clamouring 
for payment: 

- call door to door for the Heart Fund 

~ assist with the Girl Guide Cookie Sale 

- introcuce the garden expert at the Church Women's Group 

- telephone twenty "fringe" people for the Church supper 

- Prepare Sunday School lesson 

- type the minutes of the last Home and School meeting. 


As she reviewed the list, Ruth felt rushed, pushed, pulled, pooped, put- 
upon and emotionally splintered. 


Une Christian psycholocist has suggested that, as mature people in Christ, 
we should be able to say three things and mean them: "Yes", “ilo” and "Whoopee!" 


By taking this observation seriously, we ought to be able to achieve what 
one person has called "total commitment, but selective volunteering". Here 
are a few more suggestions to work on: 


USE YOUR SPECIAL GIFTS AND TALENTS WISELY AND IGNORE OTHER PEOPLE'S EXPECTA- 
TIONS. It might be helpful to look again at St. Paul's advice in I 
Corinthians 12: 4-7: “There is a variety of cifts...but always the same 
Lord; working in... different ways in different people; it is the same God 
who is working in all of them." 

IF YOU'RE HELPING SOMEWHERE, DON'T FEEL GUILTY ABOUT SAYING "NO" ELSEWHERE 
If you take on a job because you'll feel guilty if you don't, most likely 
you'll feel resentful if you do. “Time is the coin of life", wrote Car] 
Sandburg, "it is the only coin you have, and only you can determine how it 
will be spant. Be careful lest you let other people spend it for you." 


IF THERE ARE OTHERS DOING "HORE" THAN You ARE, LET THEM. Like and accept 
yourself for what you do. Don't dislike yourself for what others do. 


PRAY BEFURE YOU ACCEPT COMMITMENTS. If you do, you will have fewer you want 
to back out of. Remember that not every request is a request from God. 
"Pray, brethren, pray!" 

ACCEPT THE HARD FACT THAT YOUR CHOICES FOR SERVICE WILL NOT ALWAYS BE UNDER- 
STOOD BY OTHERS. 

Finally, DON'T HESITATE, OR YOU'LL BECOME CHAIRMAN OR PRESIDENT FOR SURE! 

As they say: “he/she who hesitates is lost!" When you are in doubt about 
accepting a job, always remember the illusion that tnere will be more time 
to-morrow - it is just that ~ an illusion. At any rate, making choices 
about the way we serve, and how we serve, is one way we become truly ourselves.

VIETNAMESE REFUGEE COMMITTEE 


The Vietnamese Refugee Committee was approached by the Calgary Family Service Bureau 
to see if we would donate funds for the employment of a Vietnamese counsellor to 

work with Vietnamese refugees in Calgary. The stresses of coping with a new culture 
have resulted in family problems for many of the refugees. Because of language 

and cultural barriers, it is difficult for them to make use of the regular counsel- 
‘ling services offered by the Bureau. Although the Calgary Family Service Bureau 

is a. “United Way organization, its funds would not cover the hiring of a Vietnamese 
“person to work with refugees and private funds are being sought. 


After much deliberation, the committee decided that this use of our remaining funds 
would be consistent with the purpose for which it was given’- i.e. assisting 
Vietnamese refugees to settle and adjust to life in Calgary, Consequently we have 
donated $6057 to the Calgary Family Service Bureau and our bank account, is closed. 


We hope that this action will meet with the approval of those who donated -the money. 
Once again, we wish to thank .those who contributed to this endeavour.

VIEW FROM A JACUZZI 


The following excerpt is from an article written by Dr. Jim Packer, Honorary 
Assistant at St.’ John's Church, Vancouver. 


"As I sat there savouring jacuzziness, cracking small jokes and adjusting to the 
feel of being bubbled over from all angles, it struck me that the jacuzzi is the 
perfect symbol of the modern role in religion. The jacuzzi experience is sensuous, 
relaxing, floppy, laid-back: not in any way demanding whether intellectually or 
otherwise, but very, very nice, even to the point of being great fun. Many to-day 
want religion to be like that, and labour to make it so. The ultimate step, of ` 
course, would be to clear church auditoriums of seats and install jacuzzis in ‘their 
place; then there would never be any attendance problems. Meantime, many churches 
and electronic religionists are already offering occasions which we are meant to 
feel are the next best thing to a jacuzzi - namely, happy gatherings free from 

care, real fun times for all. ‘Happiness has been defined as a warm puppy; this 
kind of religion projects happiness in the form of a warm welcome to all who tune 
or drop in; a warm choir with a schmaltzy swing, a warm, back-scratching use of l 
words in prayer and preaching; and a warm, cheerful afterglow (another jacuzzi: 
touch). To the question, where is God? the answer which these occasions actually 
project, never mind what is said, is: in the preacher's pocket. Soothing, for ` 
sure; but is it faith? worship? service of God? Is godliness the real name of 
this game? ' 


"As I jacuzzied on, slumping deeper into uninhibited floppiness, I saw why the 
chromium-plated folk-religion of which I am speaking has gained such a hold. 
Modern life strains us. We get stimulated 'til we are dizzy. Relationships 

are brittle; marriages break; families fly apart; business is a cut-throat 
rat-race, and those not at the top feel themselves mere cogs in another's machine. 
Automation and computer technology have made life faster and tenser, since we no 
longer have to do the time-consuming routine jobs over which our grandparents used 
to relax their minds. We have to run faster than any generation before us simply 
to stay where we are. Wo wonder, then, that when modern Western man turns to 
religion (if hé does.~ most don't), what he wants is total tickling relaxation, 
the sense of being at once soothed, supported and effortlessly invigorated: in 
short, jacuzzi religion. He asks for it, and up folk jump to provide it, What 
jacuzzi religion illustrates most clearly is the law of demand and supply,... 


"What, then, should we say of jacuzzi religion? Certainly, a rhythm of life ‘that 
includes relaxation is right; the fourth commandment shows that. Alternating 
hard labour with-fun times is right too; all work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy... Tatts ven 
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“Without these jacuzzi factors, as we may call them, our Christianity would be less 
godly and less lively, for it would be less human. But if there were no more to 

our Christianity jacuzzi factors - if, that is, we embraced a self absorbed hedonism 
of relaxation and happy feelings, while dodging tough tasks, unpopular stances and 
exhausting relationships. ~ we Should, fall, short of biblical God-centred and the 
cross-bearing life to which Jesus calls us, and adyertise to the world nothing better 
than our own decadence. Please God, however, we shal] not settle for that."

MISSION MATTERS 
The church in China is diverse, full of vitality and does indeed exist. 


Two exciting meetings of Canadians and Chinese Christians have taken place over 
the past few months. 


The first was in China where a delegation of 17 Canadians were invited by the 
China Christian Council this past summer. What they found..."you don't know 
how wonderful it is to have your Church open again after such a long time," 

For example, in one of the recently opened Churches in Shanghai, they must hold 
four Sunday services to accommodate the four thousand attenders. 


Ecumenism is the name of the game in China; they have entered into a post - 
denominational era - the protestants and Chinese Catholics, no smaller 
denominational groupings. Although religious freedom was guaranteed and 
practised from 1946 - 1966, the Revolution from 1966 - 1976 was a most difficult 
time for Christians. As a result house churches emerged, often meeting 
secretly, to replace the damaged or destroyed church buildings. Now they are 
pleased to move back to the churches. 


Western Christianity in China is equated with colonialism and imperialism. 
with the new Chinese liberation these two concepts are rejected. The western 
missionary movement in China therefore, “must never happen again." Yet, at 
the sane time as interference of western Christians is rejected, the Canadians 
sensed extreme warmth from their Chinese hosts and a definite happiness at the 
beginnings of connections with other Christian Churches despite the past, 


The second meeting was held the first week of October in Montreal - an inter- 
national conference of 160 persons, "God's Call to a New Beginning." Fifteen 
persons from China attended. It was the first time that Chinese protestants 

and Chinese Catholics worshipped together. Until the last two to three years, 
these two groups were very separate, They are considered two different religions - 
"God of Heaven," and "Religion in Christ." Prior to the conference, the 

Chinese delegation kindly refused to bring any papers for presentations. Much 

to the surprise and delight of the organizers, fifteen printed papers from the 
Chinese were submitted during the sessions. 


As a result of these two meetinas there is a growing maturity in the relation- 
ships between the groups that have some concern for the Chinese Churches. 
Relationships and attitudes have been brought out into the open. There is a 
greater confidence from both sides and although there is a difference in the 
degree of commitment, there is a firm knowledge that we can work to-gether. 


This is a living example of the new theology of mission - it is really a 
shared experience. How much we can learn from each other!

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STATUS REPORT ON 1981 VISITATION 
2 tot VISITATION 


On Visitation Sunday, November 8, approximately 140 parish- 
jioners, both men and women, commenced the rather mammoth task known as 
the Every Member Visitation. While there are many objectives 
associated with the Visitation, one is certainly to encourage 
parishioners to pledge their financial support of the parish. 


Why is a pledge necessary? A pledge is the indication by 
each individual or family of their financial support of the life and 
work of the Church. Collectively, these pledges indicate what amount 
of funds will be available to the Church in the coming year. No 
meaningful planning for and commitment activities and programs could 
possibly take place without some indication of the financial resources 
likely to be available. 


The 1982 Preliminary Budget mailed to each parishioner in 
early November was prepared by the Churchwardens in conjunction with 
the Clergy, and reviewed by Vestry. It indicates a budgetted increase 
in regular givings of 35%. More specifically, it indicates the amount 
of funds required to meet estimated expenditures in the coming year. 
On first thought, one might think that a significant increase in the 
activities and programs currently carried out at Christ Church has been 
proposed. However, a quick review of the planned expenditures indicates 
that is not the case. The only significant new programs proposed are 
the employment of a special assistant for visiting one or two days a 
week, and the employment of a part-time staff member later in the year 
to organize religious studies and other activities for teenagers. 
These programs are designated to be of a high priority nature if the 
vitality of Christ Church is to be preserved, and the Church is to 
continue to strive to meet the needs of its parishioners. 


The two graphs below indicate the Status of pledges as at 
November 29, 1981:

Interpreted, the above graphs indicate that approximately 60% 
of the members of the parish have~completed their pledges and they have 
been returned to the Church. The amount pledged on these returns is 
approximately 55% of the total funds required to carry out the programs 
proposed in the budget. While any projection of -total givings based on 
the returns to date is speculative and subject to error, it is con- 
servatively estimated that total pledges will be deficient from the 
budgetted amount by approximately $15,000-$20,000. This represents a 
serious deficiency in the amount of funds required to carry out the 
programs proposed in the budget. The work and strength of the Church 
in our lives, in the community and in the world is dependent on the 
financial resources available to it. The amount of financial resources 
available is in turn dependent on the Support and generosity of each 
parishioner. 


Many have already responded. Some people, especially those 
on fixed incomes, are precluded from significantly increasing their 
givings. Others may not have received their copy of the Preliminary 
Budget at the time of making their pledge and therefore, may not have 
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been aware of the amount of increase necessary to carry out the 
proposed plans for 1982. As parishioners we have a responsibility 
to be aware of and contribute to the health and financial well-being 
of the parish, therefore we must assess our ability to contribute 
accordingly.

BAPTISM TRADITIONS 


The custom of the white robe at Baptism is a very ancient 
one, going back to the earliest days of the church. As early as the 
latter part of the 2nd century, it is clear that Baptism consisted of a 
period of preparation, including fasting, the renunciation of the kingdom 
of evil and of the person's attachment to it. This may have occurred 
as the candidate faced West and shed their clothing in preparation for 
going into the water. This divestiture was viewed as removing the 
clothes of this world in order to put on the new clothes of Christ. 
There was then a formal declaration of faith with the candidate facing 
East. The descent into the water followed and the Baptism in the Name 
of the Holy Trinity. The person baptized was then brought up out of 
the water and clothed with a white robe, symbolic of “putting on" the 
risen Christ, and being clothed in the new humanity, becoming the 
"Body of Christ." Following this they all participated in the 
Eucharist. 


In restoring its use, we are using one more means, long in our 
Christian tradition, to reinforce and to express the meaning and 
significance of Holy Baptism. As the robe is put on the child, the 
priest says: "John/ Jennifer - you are born again and have put on 
Christ. Hay this white garment signify your dignity as a Christian 
person. Let the example of your parents and God-parents help you to 
keep it unstained during your life on earth."

May we bring certain facts and considerations to vour attention: 
1. Christ comes first in our entire stewardship program. 
2. Christ is at the heart of Christian Stewardship and prayer is an integral 
part of it. 
3.. All giving, first of all, must be motivated out of a deep gratitude to God 
for His many. gifts to us, most especially the gift of His Son. 
4, Our primary goal is to raise the personal committment of each member of 
Christ Church to Jesus Christ and His Church, and as a result, the funds 
which are needed for the advance of His Kingdom. 
We believe that Christian tithing is a reasonable first step in giving out 
of gratitude to God for the whole work of His Church. The purpose of 
tithing is not to secure more money for the Church but to bring the members 
., Of the Church into a personal dynamic relationship with God. Money is 
..: power, but a power with narrow limits. It will purchase food, but not 
appetite; medicine, but not health; acquaintances, but not friends; 
servants, but not loyalty; plenty; but not peace. Money is the servant 
of some, the master of others; the god of still more, but for the Christian 
Steward, it is a medium of service to a Heavenly Father and a needy world. 
6. The principle of proportionate giving is integral to Christian Stewardship. 
In deciding what our share of the Church's expenses are, we have to know 
only what our income is and what proportion of that income shows God that 
we love Him and want his work to prosper. 
Sometimes people say; a 
., "I have too many other obligations to pledge now." It's a matter of priorities. 
` „Too often our giving practices make sure that all of our personal interests and . 
desires are met first, and we give to God the left-overs after everything else 
has been paid. The Biblical response however, is to place God at the top of 
our givings, before everything else has been paid. God gets first priority. 


"I'll give the same as last year" really means I will give considerably less than 
last year, given rapidly rising costs, increased commitments, inflation etc. 

It is really to say, at a time when the parish is trying to respond fully and 
enthusiastically to new opportunities and possibilities, that it will have to 
make do with less. ý 
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"No one should: tell me,how.much to give." >How much you give is a matter between 
- you and God. “No one can tet] you how much to give. But there are certain 
Biblical guideswhich help us determine how much we ought to give. 
Scriptures tell us that we are to give- i 
* gladly, thankfully, in response to what God has given to us 
* regularly, not just on a "hit and miss" or a "when I go" basis, but 
“on the first day of each week". 
* proportionately, not what's left over, but a definite proportion of 
our income 
* as an expression of the giving of ourselves to the work of Christ 
in our world. Fonta 


+ “The Church is always asking for money". The Church asks for more than money. 
It asks for YOU. There are two good reasons for its asking for money. First, 
every Christian, for the sake of his own soul, needs to have a channel through 
which he can give. St. Paul speaks of giving as a Christian grace and we must 
grow in that faith and hope. Secondly, the Church needs the resources of money 
if it is going to be faithful to her Lord and do the work which he expects of 
it. 

+ "I'll give when I go." This is the basis on which we are working ... every 
person in Church every Sunday bringing his offering as a part of his worship 
to God. However, the expenses of the Church continue even when we are absent. 
The enyelopes give us a chance to keep track of our offerings and to make up our.

For almost one year I have been a member of the WMSC - the World Mission 
Sub-Committee. As a. sub-committee of the Program Committee of the Anglican 
Church of Canada, its mandate is "to identify issues, to develop policy proposals 
and to support staff in relation to our Church's work: in world missions. 


Briefly, the WMSC is complex, frustrating because of its breadth of issues, 
extremely interesting, and a useful committee. The members are from Victoria, 
Edmonton, Calgary, Kenora, Kingston, Weston, Toronto, London, Ont., Hull, 
Donnacona and Halifax. We:meet for 3 - 4 days about three times a year in 
Toronto with National staff,.Guest observers and ecumenical -consultant members.

We must remember as Christians, the simplicity of Our Lord's own burial. Extra- 
vagance in expenditure at the time of death is not necessarily a valid expression 
of our love and concern for the deceased. . 

Inexpensive coffins are always commendable and appropriate. 

Lodge services should not be confused or combined with the burial office and the 
commital. They should take place well before the funeral. 


FLOWERS AND MEMORIALS 


The bereaved should consider the opportunity for donations to.be given by family . 
and friends in the name of the deceased to memorial funds or charitable organisations 
in lieu of flowers. This is a tangible and appropriate way of expressing their 
regard and affection. I have a number of attractive memorial cards in my office 

for gifts to the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund. They are for your 

use and are heartily recommended.

TANZANTA: The Diocese of Central Tanganyika has a Five Year Plan in 
Leadership Training, and intends to establish six training centres. The 
need for leadership is evident from the fact that in each year recently 
more than 10,000 people have been confirmed in the diocese. Bishop Madinda 
says, 'We have found that the great growth of the church has been due to 
the witness of the laity.... They are the people who enable the church to 
grow... Therefore wé have this program to train these people.' 


ZAIRE: There are 180,000 Anglicans in Zaire, and now four bishops. When 
three new bishops were consecrated in Boga, the Isura choir walked 35 miles 
carrying their beautiful African harps, and the day began with the rhythm of 
the cathedral drums. Some participants came by canoe, some walked 40 miles 
from Uganda. Two of the consecrating bishops were flown in with a small plane. 
The new bishop of the Diocese of Boga-Zaire, Patrice Njojo, studied one year 
in Canada at Montreal Diocesan Theological College. ` . 


HONG KONG: Of the 60 Anglican priests in Hong Kong, 40 are Chinese. The 
Church of the Holy Carptenter with Father Francis Yip is well known for its 
service to industrial workers and fishermen. An Anglican Social Centre in 

Kwai Chung has day care for small children, club activities for senior citizens, 
and services for young workers. Ecumenically, Anglicans share in supporting the 
Hong Kong Christian Industrial Committee and its program of evangelism and lay 
training, and James Pong, retired Bishop of Taiwan, is rector of the Tao Fong 
Shan Ecumenical Centre. This Centre has a porcelain painting workshop, a 

study centre and a ‘House of Friendship' for inter-faith dialogue. 


MOZAMBIQUE: In Mozambique some churches have been forced to close, and people 
are forbidden to pray or worship together anywhere except in a church building. 
When Bishop Paulo -Litumbe visited some parishes in his diocese of Niassa, he 
found worshippers from areas where the churches had been closed ‘coming and 
saying that they feel very deeply that they are the Body of Christ. They try 
to worship, though with severe restrictions’ and usually without the ministry ; ! 
of priests or catechists. The Bishop tells of ‘lovely songs ... of 

encouragement or proclamation’ that these people are composing, and says that 
everywhere in his diocese the Christians are 'very active, alive and happy’. 


BRAZIL: Bishop Sumio Takatsu is the Bishop of the Diocese of South Central 
Brazil. The publications of this diocese are now in three languages for the 
Portuguese, Japanese and English speaking parishoners who (in the words of 
a recent brochure) ‘are God's people on a mission in worship, in brotherly 
fellowship, in study, in witness and in service... We are this people, in 

` this midst and at this time; that placéS TESCIF under the Lordship of God in 
action. For that, it is necessary that our parishes and missions, with a 
diversity of languages and experience, have focal points, allowing themselves 

to be guided by their Lord in the midst of his people. No parish is an island.'
